"It is important to remember that 
maximum rates remain just where 
they are under the old law. There 
is no provision in the new act that 
changes rents automatically," said 
Nicholson. 

He explained that a tenant pays the 
same rent in July that he did in June 
unless there has been an order issued 
subsequently, or unless he has volun- 
tarily entered into a lease with the 
landlord as provided by the new 
Housing and Rent Act of 1947. 

"The new act provides that when 
a landlord and tenant voluntarily 
enter into a valid written lease on or 
before December 31, 1947, and expir- 
ing on or after December, 1D48, an 
increase of up to, but not more than 
15 per cent of the maximum rent in 
effect immediately before the effec- 
tive date of the new lease, is per- 
missible," said the rent ofifci.il. 
Copy of Lease Filed 
Before any rent increase becomes 
effective under such a new lease, he 
pointed out, a copy of the lease must 
be filed with the rent office, within 
15 days of its signing, together with 
a simple registration-of-lease form 
which landlord can obtain at the rent 
office. 

It will be the duty of the rent of- 
fice to examine the lease carefully to 
determine if it is valid. The lease 
cannot, according to the rent official, 
contain any trick termination and 
penalty clauses, nor can it decrease 
the essential services, furniture, fur- 
nishings and equipment. The rent 
office will forward copies of the regis- 
tralion-of-lcase form both to the land- 
lard and tenant for their records. 

Nicholson emphasized that "it is up 
to the tenant to decide whether he 
wishes to sign a rent increase lease." 
No Eviction for Refusal 
He added: "If a tenant docs not 
wish to enter into such a lease, re- 
fusal to sign docs not constitute 
grounds for eviction." 

Specific protections against evic- 
tions contained in the new law were 
explained by the rent official as fol- 
lows: 

- "In general, the tenant who con- 
tinues to pay the rent to which the 
landlord is entitled, has no more 
reason to fear eviction than before. 
Eviction controls of the act will be 
enforced by the local courts. 

"The previous waiting period of 
from three to six months before ten- 
ants can be evicted when a house is 
sold will now be determined by local 
court. Evictions to allow occupancy 
by others are limited to personal oc- 
cupancy by the buyer or the landlord 
himself. Other conditions under 
which evictions may be made are very 
specific in the law." 

May Have Local Board 
Nicholson also mentioned that the 
new law provides for a local advisory 
board of representative citizens which 
will be appointed by the national 
housing expediter on the recommen- 
dation of the governor of the state, 
i "When this board is ' appointed," 
said the rent official,, "its duty will 
be to make decontrol of tic area, the 
adequacy of the general rent level in 
the area and the operation of the local 
rent office, with special reference to 
hardship cases. The board may con- 
sider adjustment cases coming before 
it and make recommendations to the 
rent director. All recommendations 
must be consistent with the act and 
the rent regulations." 



Telephone Rates 
In Antioch Area 
lipped 25c to $1 

Service Increases Go into 

Effect July 11, Tolls 

on July 1 



Increases in telephone rates grant- 
ed by the Illinois Commerce commis- 
sion will raise the cost of service from, 
25 cents to $1 a month in Antioch 
and vicinity according to type of ser- 
vice, J. M. Littler, manager for the 
Illinois Bell Telephone Co. announced 
today. 

The Increase will go "into effect 
July 11. . 

The new monthly rates will bo as 
follows: 

Rural residence, S2, was $1.75; 
four-party service $2, was $1,50; two- 
party residence, $2.25, was $1.75; in- 
dividual line residence, $2.50, was $2; 
rural business, $2.50, was $2.25; two- 
party business, $3.75, was $2.75; indi- 
vidual business line, $4.25, was $3.25; 
summer cottage service, $3, was $2.50. 
There are no changes in residence or 
business extension. 

Rates on long distance calls going 
outside Illinois are not -affected, ac- 
cording to the telephone manager, 
and rates on out-of-town calls between 
Illinois points arc increased slightly. 
The standard three-minute initial 
talking period which now applies on 
calls costing 30 cents or more will 
apply on calls taking a 15-cent or 
higher rate. The five minute initial 
talking period will apply on catls tak- 
ing the 10-cent toll rate, which will 
he the lowest standard rate for any 
toll call.

Informed that there was illegal sale 
of fireworks in this area, Stearns s:*id 
he went to the Brogan stands south- 
west of the village and at Loon Lake 
and found that their stock consisted 
of sparklers, snakes and small fire- 
crackers which are permitted under 
the law of the state. 

Stearns said that his instructions 
told him to prohibit any firecrackers 
over an inch and a half in length. 

Across the line in Wisconsin where 
a different law exists fireworks arc 
being sold that would be prohibited 
in Illinois. The firing of this type 
of fireworks is illegal in Illirfbis re- 
gardless of where it is purchased.

Told there has never been any pe- 
tition from the area for large mains, 
Cardiff said he would institute one. 
A hindrance to better water and sew- 
age facilities in the factory's region 
is that those on the north side of the 
highway are outside the village limits 
and those on the south side must bear 
the expense alone. 

Employs €5 persons 

"We have 65 persons, mostly Anti- 
och people, employed at our plant 
now, and the loss of the factory would 
mean something," Cardiff said. 

President George B. Barllctt said 
that a 6-inch main in the area is badly 
needed; that when the present line 
was put in no factory district existed 
and it never was realized that one 
would be established. 

A culvert promised by the city 
never was built and as the result the 
excessive rainfall recently caused the 
factory to be flooded, Cardiff said. 

Engineer Victor H. Kasser of Elgin 
after surveying the state maintained 
streets in Antioch estimated the cost 
of surface treatment at $3,199.72. 
This amount will be sought from the 
state motor fuel tax fund.

We say nothing like this 
could happen in this country, yet look at the American 
electric Industry. The intrinsic right of private prop- 
erty in this 'industry has had precious little considera- 
tion for a number of years. 

The investor-owned electric industry is up against 
a long-range program of tax-free Federal competition 
whose main objective is socialization of electric power. 
What this would mean to the workers alone in this 
vital industry may be gathered from a news report on 
an attempted strike of French utility workers— France 
is well along toward state socialism. The Premier "ad- 
vised" the workers not to strike. According to a press 
release, "he said they were no longer working for em- 
ployers' profits but were directly serving the nation, 
and by interrupting services they would not be hinder- 
ing an employer but directly harming the nation's In- 
terests." The Premier did not say so, but strikes 
against government are revolution. They are cither 
put down— by force if necessary— or the government 
falls. And so what might have been a simple disagree- 
ment between employer and employe becomes a bloody 
revolt or ironfisted political oppression. Either leads 
to dictatorship. 

Everyone* should form a hard and fast rule in judg- 
ing any great public question: Is it right in principle? 
Expediency must never be considered— if we value 
freedom.

If the issue were put squarely to them in a freedom or 
slavery challenge, they would react as any sane Ameri- 
can would. The trouble is that this grim issue is 
never squarely presented. Development of total gov- 
ernment is the result of an accumulation of little ex- 
pediencies finally ending in dictatorship. 

Events have occurred in the United States which 
in other nations were preliminary to total loss of lib- 
erty — such as seizure or government domination of 
basic industries, a growing dependence on the central 
government for all manner of local sen-ices, and wide- 
spread abandonment of state and civic initiative. 

Recently in Finland under the polite sounding 



ing all of its energies to new drilling programs, and the 
construction of new pipeline systems, refineries and 
other facilities. The goal is to meet consumer needs 
with a minimum of dislocations. 

In addition, the industry has an intensive program 
for improving oil recovery, and for getting the maximum 
amount of usable products from each barrel of crude. 
Competition between the thousands of companies mak- 
ing up the industry is extremely keen. The company 
which stands still will have small hope of survival. 

Our own oil needs have risen 28 per cent since 1941, 
and the appetite of the rest of the world is voracious.
